(1)  Information  concerning  the  statutory  and  voluntary  Health  and 
Welfare  Services  in  the  area  are  given  xn  the  Appendix  to  this  Report 
and  further  details  may  be  obtained  from  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 
at  the  Divisional  Medical  Office,  County  Offices,  Watling  Street, 
Northwich. 


(2)  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 


The  Northwich  Urban  District  lies  within  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board's  area  whose  offices  are  at  Cheetwood  Road,  Manchester,  8. 


(3)  GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  SERVICES 


The  District  lies  within  the  area  of  the  Cheshire  Executive 
Council,  whose  offices  are  at  28,  Nicholas  Street,  Chester.  Telephone 
No.  -  Chester  23158. 


(4)  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  Coxmty  Council  and  is 
under  radio  control  from  central  control  at  County  Hall,  Chester.  All 
999  calls  made  by  members  of  the  public  are  immediately  connected  to 
this  central  control.  The. arrangement  for  non-urgent  calls  is  that  the

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SECTION  III 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  -  19^1 


Section  4? 


Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the 
local  authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  am  Order 
to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place . 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  195'1,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any 
duly  qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
authorised  by  the  Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 


Section  30 

Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for 
the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 


It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  Sections  during 
the  year.

(2)  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  attendances  at  the  swimming  baths  in  19^9  numbered  l8l,889,  and 
this  is  a  record  in  the  history  of  the  Northwich  Baths,  This  figure  does 
show  the  need  for  additional  swimming  facilities  in  the  area;  the  baths 
were  built  in  19'15  and  were  designed  to  cater  for  local  people.  To 
alleviate  the  overcrowding  the  Council  are  hoping  to  build  a  teaching  pool 
adjacent  to  the  existing  baths  and  are  now  awaiting  approval  for  loan 
sanction. 

In  the  hot  baths  section  there  are  four  baths;  1,130  people  used  them 
during  the  year. 


Paddling  Pool  -  Church  Walk 

This  amenity  is  very  popular  and  is  well  used  during  the  summer  months . 
It  is  filled  and  emptied  twice  weekly  and  twice  daily  the  water  is  treated 
with  sodium  hypochlorite  solution. 


(3)  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Ministry  approval  to  the  resewerage  systems  proposed  for  the  town  has 
been  received  in  principle. 

The  contract  for  the  resewerage  of  the  area  of  Winnington  Street  and 
Verdin  Park  commenced  and  will  carry  through  into  1970. 

The  redevelopment  of  housing  in  the  Castle  area  required  a  new  surface 
water  and  foul  sewerage  systems  and  these  were  let  to  contract.

The  existing  inverted  syphon  under  the  River  Dane  was  damaged  and 
requires  renewal.  A  temporary  pipe  bridge  and  pipe  were  laid  over  the 
River,  and  a  contract  for  the  new  syphon  will  proceed  in  1970. 

Designs  for  separate  surface  water  syphon  and  foul  sewer  overflows 
are  being  prepared  for  Middlewich  Road,  London  Road,  Hartford  Manor  Estate, 
Appleton  Street  and  Carlton  Road  and  should  proceed  to  contract  in  1970. 

Design  is  also  proceeding  on  a  new  pumping  station  at  Dock  Road  with 
a  pumping  main  to  Wallerscote,  and  for  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Wallerscote . 


(4)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


There  is  still  a  chemical  closet  in  the  district  but  this  is  in  an 
area  where  there  is  no  access  to  the  public  sewers. 


(5)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 


A  weekly  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  district 
in  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  which  arose  due  to  shortage  of  suitable 
labour.  The  refuse  collection  rounds  were  reorganised  with  the  introduction 
of  two  new  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  20  cubic  yard  Pakamatic  Refuse  Vehicles  and 
these  vehicles  assisted  in  maintaining  the  service  even  though  there  was  an 
ever  increasing  volume  of  refuse;  a  problem  which  is  likely  to  become  more 
difficult  in  future  years. 

Although  an  increase  of  service  has  been  given  in  the  removal  of  all 
types  of  refuse  from  houses  free  of  charge,  it  was  necessary  to  clear  up 
several  areas  in  the  district  which  seem  to  have  become  regular  dumping  spots. 
Provision  has  also  been  made  at  the  entrance  to  the  refuse  tip  for  anyone 
wishing  to  dump  materials  during  the  hours  when  the  refuse  tip  is  closed. 

This  problem,  as  with  all  refuse  collection,  is  becoming  more  difficult  to 
control  and  creates  delays  in  the  collection  service  by  the  increasing  amounts 
of  materials  to  be  collected.  The  increasing  commodities  which  householders 
have  to  dispose  of  is  an  indication  of  the  present  era  when  many  goods  are 
manufactured  for  a  short  term  life  only. 

The  collection  and  sale  of  waste  paper  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory 
and  no  doubt  the  development  of  new  shopping  facilities  and  the  replacement 
of  wooden  containers  by  cardboard  containers  will  show  its  effect  in  future 
years,  unless  cardboard  and  paper  are  replaced  by  plastic  materials.

At  the  end  of  the  Report  is  a  Table  giving  details  of  the  amount  of 
waste  paper  sold  during  the  period  1950  -  1969* 

During  1969?  524  dustbins  were  renewed  as  a  charge  on  the  rate  fund. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  are  6,529  inhabited  houses  in  the  district 
so  that  if  a  dustbin  had  a  life  of  ten  years  653  would  be  required  annually. 


(6)  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 


Tipping  continues  on  the  refuse  tip  situate  off  the  Now  Warrington  Road, 
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and  very  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made.  No  real  difficulties 
occurred  during  the  year  other  than  the  normal  hazards  due  to  excessive 
periods  of  rain.  As  far  as  is  possible  controlled  tipping  is  carried 

out,  unfortunately  some  of  the  work  of  covering  is  undone  by  people  who 
visit  the  tip  during  the  evenings  and  at  weekends  and  uncover  areas  in 
their  search  for  possible  saleable  materials. 

As  reported  in  previous  years  difficulties  on  the  tip  mainly  arise 
through  the  increasing  ameunts  of  plastic  and  polythene  materials  used. 

It  is  likely  that  this  tip  will  provide  tipping  until  the  end  of  1970?  and 
although  further  tipping  sites  are  available,  serious  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  provision  of  mechanical  treatment  of  refuse  before  tipping. 
This  would  provide  a  more  hygenic  and  satisfactory  method  of  refuse  disposal 
and  the  tipping  site  would  have  a  longer  life  and  be  less  objectionable. 


(7)  CANAL  BOATS 


There  are  40  canal  boats  registered  with  the  Authority. 


(8)  LICENSED  CARAVAN  SITES 

The  situation  in  respect  of  this  matter  shows  little  change.  The  area 
in  Northwich  which  is  used  by  show  people  continues  to  be  so  used,  but  it 
is  possible  that  the  Council  will  be  acquiring  this  site  for  other  development 
and  attempts  are  being  made  to  find  an  alternative  site  for  the  members  of 
the  Showmans '  Guild . 

There  was  no  unauthorised  parking  in  the  district ,  although  an  occasion 
did  arise  when  two  people  were  living  in  a  tent  in  a  field,  but  it  was 
possible  to  deal  with  this  by  informal  action. 


(9)  ,  CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  I967 


There  is  little  difference  from  the  previous  year  with  the  administration 
of  this  Act. 

It  would  seem  that  there  is  a  tendency  for  people  to  arrange  through  the 
department  for  goods  to  be  collected,  as  has  been  referred  to  in  the  paragraph 
on  refuse  collection,  and  informal  arrangements  have  been  made  for  people  to 
dispose  of  their  old  cars  direct  to  local  car  breakers.  Any  abandoned  cars 
that  this  Department  had  to  deal  with  under  the  Act  have  been  dealt  with  by 
arrangements  with  a  local  car  breaker  and  no  cost  has  been  incurred. 


(10)  PEST  CONTROL 


This  aspect  of  Public  Health  work  is  becoming  much  more  complicated  than 
v;as  the  case  several  years  ago. 

Although  certain  poisons  have  been  withdrawn  and  new  methods  of 
destruction  introduced,  particularly  in  the  case  of  rats  and  mice,  the  short¬ 
comings  of  some  of  these  poisons  are  now  becoming  evident.  Some  rats  and 
mice  are  resistant  to  the  anticoagulant  type  of  poison  and  since  it  is  not 
always  possible  to  use  such  poisons  as  zinc  phosphide  and  arsenic,  difficulties 
are  beginning  to  arise  and  it  is  possible  to  see  that  more  research  will  be 
needed  to  provide  a  safe  method  of  poisoning  and  retain  effectiveness. 

No  real  difficulties  occurred  with  insects,  but  it  would  seem  that  ants 
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are  becoming  a  more  domestic  insect  than  formerly  was  the  case. 

The  refuse  tip  is  sprayed  regularly  throughout  the  summer  months  to 
deal  with  any  insect  infestation  and  with  the  introduction  of  a  new  type 
of  tip  dressing  it  was  felt  that  conditions  in  this  respect  were  satisfactory. 
The  refuse  tip  is  regularly  dealt  with  for  any  rat  infestation  and  this 
prevents  any  build-up.  It,  no  doubt,  can  be  appreciated  that  a  refuse  tip 
in  itself  can  be  an  inducement  to  rats,  and  on  the  tip  there  is  also  a 
water  course,  adjacent  hen  pens  and  allotments,  and  this  increases  the 
potential  attraction. 

Regular  treatment  is  given  in  respect  of  rat  and  mice  infestation  in 
domestic  dwellings  and  in  the  case  of  insects  advice  and  treatment  are  given 
where  necessary.

(11)  RAG,  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLINGS  MATERIALS  ACT,  1931 

One  factory  is  registered  under  the  above  Act  and  the  standard  continues 
to  be  satisfactory. 
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(12)  PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  19$1 


There  are  three  premises  licensed  under  this  Act;  all  are  regularly 
inspected  and  conditions  are  satisfactory. 


(13)  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1936 

The  position  in  respect  of  clean  air  does  not  show  any  appreciable 
difference  from  the  previous  year.  The  shortage  of  some  smokeless  fuels 
does  not  encourage  local  authorities  to  proceed  with  any  schemes  for 
smokeless  zones  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  general  public  are  becoming 
much  more  conscious  in  respect  of  clean  air  and  are  carrying  out  alterations 
to  their  premises  without  regard  to  smoke  control  areas.  It  would  seem 
reasonable  that  if  people  wish  to  convert  their  premises  to  comply  with 
clean  air  requirements,  whether  or  not  smoke  control  areas  are  proposed, 
that  they  should  receive  a  grant  as  though  they  were  in  a  smoke  controlled 
area,  provided  the  work  was  carried  out  with  approval  of  the  Local 
Authority.  '  ' 

Meetings  continued  during  the  year  with  the  management  of  the  local 
chemical  industry  in  connection  with  improvements  to  reduce  smoke  and  grit 
emissions  and  all  possible  improvements  are  being  carried  out.  These 
informal  meetingsare  attended  by  H.M.  Alkali  Inspector,  who  is  responsible 
for  the  control  of  smoke  and  grit  emissions  to  atmosphere. 


(14)  MORTUARY 


The  mortuary  is  available  for  the  Northwich  Urban  District  and  for 
certain  adjoining  parishes  in  the  Rural  District. 

Admission  for  deaths  occurring  in  other  than  normal  circumstances  is 
under  the  authority  of  the  police  and  during  the  year  56  such  admissions 
were  made. 

The  chapel  in  the  mortuary  is  used  as  a  Chapel  of  Rest,  flowers  being 
provided  from  the  Council's  Parks  Department.  This  is  a  facility  which. is 
greatly  appreciated  by  those  who  have  insufficient  facilities  at  home  to 
keep  a  body  pending  internment.  There  were  99  such  admissions  during  the 
year . 


(15)  FACTORIES  ACT,  I961

(16)  SHOPS  ACT,  1930 


This  Act  is  administered  by  the  Northwich  Urban  District  Council 
as  agents  for  the  Cheshire  County  Council  as  regards  closing  hours, etc. 


(17)  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  I963 

In  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  above  Act  every  attempt 
is  made  to  carry  out  inspections  as  often  as  can  be  considered  reasonable. 

It  is  found  that  the  position  is  never  static,  partially  due  to  the  fact 
that  there  are  constant  alterations  of  premises  due  to  varying  circumstances. 

In  connection  with  the  inspections  as  detailed,  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  figures  given  are  for  inspections  made  specifically  in 
connection  with  the  Act,  but  in  many  cases  these  premises  are  also 
controlled  by  other  legislation  which  necessitates  inspections,  so  that 
whilst  this  figure  is  correct  in  itself  it  is  also  correct  to  say  that 
inspections  have  been  made  at  the  premises  for  other  purposes  on  other 
occasions  so  that  any  infringement  under  the  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway 
Premises  Act  would  automatically  be  noticed. 

For  a  period  of  five  months  the  Department  suffered  a  shortage  of  one 
inspector  so  that  there  was  a  general  diminishing  number  of  inspections  of 
all  kinds, 

I  feel  it  is  fair  comment  to  state  that  generally  in  Northwich  premises 
in  all  categories  are  in  a  reasonable  compliance  with  this  Act,  particularly 
as  there  is  a  shortage  of  labour  so  that  employers  from  necessity  need  to 
give  satisfactory  conditions  of  employment  to  keep  their  staff. 

The  register  of  premises  is  kept  and  the  Inspector  carries  out  routine 
inspections  as  circumstances  permit,  and  if  possible  at  least  once  a  year, 
the  register  giving  an  indication  as  to  when  the  premises  were  previously 
inspected.  As  stated  previously  this  record  is  only  kept  when  the  premises 
have  been  visited  specifically  under  the  Act,  Any  new  premises  opened, 
or  any  with  a  change  of  ownership,  are  automatically  visited,  particularly 
is  this  so  where  food  stores  are  involved.  Hence  my  remarks  of  duplication 
of  visits. 

When  premises  are  inspected  it  is  emphasised  by  the  Inspectors  that 
accidents  should  be  notified  to  this  Department.  Only  three  accidents 
were  notified,  and  these  were  of  a  minor  nature,  but  all  accident  reports 
are  investigated  by  this  Department.

The  area  known  as  the  Triangle,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the 
1968  Annual  Report,  became  the  subiect  of  a  Public  Inquiry  in  June  1969? 
and  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  confirmed  in  its  entirety  in 
November,  1969* 

Difficulties  do  exist  in  the  rehousing  of  people  from  areas  affected 
by  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and  only  partial  progress  has  been  made  in 
rehousing  people  from  the  Urban  District  of  Northwich  Castle  No.  1 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order.  This  area  is  to  be  redeveloped  for  housing 
purposes  and,  as  far  as  possible,  any  remaining  tenants  will  be  rehoxised 
on  the  site  and  priority  will  be  given  to  former  residents  should  they 
wish  to  return  to  the  area. 

The  clearance  of  unsatisfactory  houses  is  a  real  problem  in  view  of 
the  difficulties  of  rehousing  and  the  lack  of  suitable  land  being 
available  to  redevelop  for  housing  purposes. 


(20)  INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES 


Only  one  property  was  dealt  with,  sind  since  this  consisted  of  an 
unused  shop  and  dwelling  house  a  Closing  Order  was  made  under  Section  18 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1957* 

Two  properties  which  were  unfit  and  subject  to  Closing  Orders  were 
repaired  and  improved  and  the  Closing  Orders  were  revoked. 

There  are  several  individuail  unfit  houses  that  could  be  desilt  with 
but  the  problem  of  rehousing  is  aggravated  with  the  need  for  the  rehousing 
of  families  from  confirmed  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders. 


(21)  GRANTS  FOR  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  OLD  HOUSES 


The  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  is  still  very 
disappointing  and  it  is  becoming  more  apparent  that  any  real  progress 
will  only  result  from  Improvement  Areas, 

There  are  areas  in  Northwich  which  lend  themselves  to  this  scheme 
and  undoubtedly  serious  consideration  will  need  to  be  given  to  this 
method  of  improvement  because  unless  the  right  areas  are  chosen  large 
sums  of  money  will  be  required  to  make  the  houses  fit  before  any  real 
improvement  of  additional  amenities  are  made.  It  cannot  be  emphasised 
too  much  that  an  area  which  should  be  a  Clearance  Area  should  not  be 
dealt  with  by  means  of  an  Improvement  Area,  It  should  also  be 
appreciated  that  Improvement  Area  work  will  necessitate  an  increase  in 
staff,  but  this  can  be  justified  in  as  much  that  it  is  better  to  spend 
money  saving  houses  than  allowing  them  to  deteriorate  and  having  to 
replace  them  with  new  ones.

(1)  MILK 


The  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1939 

The  number  of  distributors  of  milk  in  the  Urban  District  is  48  and  no 
milk  is  produced  within  the  boundaries. 

The  duties  of  milk  sampling  are  carried  out  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council 
since  they  are  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  distributors  in  respect  of 
Special  Designated  Milk.

(2)  ICE-CREAM

(3)  COOKED  MEAT  PRODUCTS 


23  samples  of  various  meat  products  were  taken  during  the  year;  4 
were  considered  .as  not  being  entirely  satisfactory,  but  resampling  and  a 
check  on  the  methods  of  handling  showed  that  subsequent  samples  were 
satisfactory. 


(4)  DEEP  FREEZE  FACILITIES 

This  method  of  storage  and  sale  of  food  is  increasing  and  is  to  be 
commended  but  experience  shows  that  there  can  be  dangerous  possibilities 
if  certain  safeguards  are  not  complied  with.  One  of  the  greatest  faults 
is  that  cabinets  tend  to  be  overloaded,  and  there  is  then  a  risk  that  the 
food  above  the  load-line  will  thaw  out.  Customers  in  supermarkets  often 
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delve  to  the  bottom  of  the  cabinet  for  frozen  food  in  preference  to  that 
from  the  top,  and  this  is  apt  to  bring  the  dislodged  packets  above  the 
load-line.  There  is  also  a  very  real  risk  if  the  refrigerator  should 
break  down  and  thawing  out  takes  place  and  then  the  food  is  refrozen. 

There  is  also  the  danger  that  customers  will  purchase  food  and  on  arriving 
home  allow  the  food  to  thaw  out  and  retain  it  in  this  condition  too  long 
before  cooking  it .

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  is  reasonably  high  as  most  food  traders 
do  accept  that  good  hygiene  is  good  advertisement.  There  is  a  reasonable 
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frequency  of  inspection  of  food  premises  and  if  more  time  could  be  made 
available  possibly  the  more  junior  members  of  staffs  could  receive  some 
preliminary  education  on  the  necessity  for  food  hygiene. 

There  are  odd  cases  where  difficulties  do  arise,  and  in  one  instance 
a  restaurant  was  closed  voluntarily  rather  than  risk  statutory  action. 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  Market  Hall  is  excellent  and 
with  the  exception  of  fruit  and  vegetables  no  open  food  is  sold  on  the 
outside  market.  Good  facilities  exist  for  kiosk  owners  and  stallholders 
to  assist  them  in  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  hygiene.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Ann\ial  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Divisional  Health  Department  during  1969* 

The  year  has  been  somewhat  frustrating  due  to  the  shortage  of  medical, 
niirsing  and  administrative  staff  and  the  delay  in  the  completion  of  the 
County  offices,  clinic  and  handicapped  persons  unit  in  Northwich.  Fortunately 
by  the  end  of  the  year  the  end  of  many  of  the  difficulties  vjas  in  sight  - 
the  medical  staff  was  up  to  strength,  the  Northwich  development  was  confidently 
expected  to  be  completed  by  April, 1970  and  authority  had  been  obtained  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Senior  Clerical  Assistant.  A  full-time  chiropodist  had  been 
appointed  in  addition  to  a  very  competent  team  to  run  the  Office  Service  Unit 
in  the  new  offices  -  a  unit  for  which  the  Health  Department  is  responsible. 

In  addition,  negotiations  were  well  in  hand  for  the  attachment  of  nursing 
staff  to  general  practitioners,  whose  response  has  been  extremely  encouraging. 

As  always  great  support  and  help  has  been  given  by  local  voluntary  bodies, 
particularly  the  Northwich  &  District  Branch  of  the  Society  for  Mentally 
Handicapped  Children,  Womens  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  Mid-Cheshire  Association 
for  the  Physically  Handicapped,  Hed  Cross,  Youth  Centre  Committee,  Northwich 
Council  of  Social  Service,  and  I  would  particularly  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  all  their  members. 

VHien  the  Handicapped  Persons  Unit  is  opened  and  fully  operational  the 
services  for  the  physically  handicapped  will  be  greatly  strenghthened  as  will 
those  for  the  mentally  ill,  as  it  is  hoped  to  share  many  of  the  facilities  with 
patients  convalescing  from  a  mental  illness. 

There  remains  one  major  section  of  work  in  the  Division  which  could  and 
sho\ild  be  expanded  considerably  and  that  is  the  whole  range  of  Health  Education, 
a  most  important  and  relatively  xmdeveloped  aspect  of  preventive  medicine. 

Finally  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  would  lilce  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  you  for  your  friendship,  advice  end  support  during  my  period  in  Mid-Cheshire 
and  also  to  the  staff  for  their  loyal  support.

AS  described  in  detail  in  last  year's  report  increasing  enphasis  is  being 
laid  on  the  less  frequent  but  raore  detailed  and  regular  examination  of  babies 
and  young  children  at  Child  Health  Clinics.  The  implementation  of  this  policy 
has  led  as  expected  to  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  attendances  of  babies  attending 
Child  Welfare  Clinics.  On  the  other  hand  an  increase  was  expected  in  the  numbers 
seen  in  the  1-5  year  age  groups.  This  was  not  achieved  because  of  a  shortage  of 
medical  staff  and  the  limited  amount  of  clinic  space  available  in  Northwich 
following  the  demolition  of  Parkfield  Clinic  and  the  delay  in  the  opening  of  the 
new  Northwich  Clinic.

CERVIC.J;  SMEiJl  CLINIC 

There  was  a  increase  in  the  numbers  attending  clinics  during  1969.  This 
increase  was  no  doubt  largely  due  to  several  articles  on  this  subject  in  local 
newspapers  together  with  a  campaign  by  the  County  Co^mcil  to  encourage  their  own 
employees  to  have  cervical  smear  tests  taken.  In  addition  ail  nursing  staff  were 
supplied  with  application  forms  and  infonaation  leaflets  which  they  distrihuHed 
amongst  their  clients  in  the  community. 


Work  continues  in  the  County  Health  Department  on  the  detailed  arrangements 
for  a  computer  organised  scheme  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  implemented  in  1970. 
Following  this  all  women  in  the  area  will  receive  a  personal  invitation  to 
attend  their  own  doctor  or  local  authority  clinic  for  this  service  and  by  these 
means  it  is  anticipated  that  a  considerable  increase  in  the  numbers  of  patients 
attending  will  be  achieved.

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INFECTIOUS  diseases 


Infective  Hepatitis  was  endemic  during  the  year  in  Winsford,  and  there 
was  a  higher  incidence  than  usual  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  Northwich  Urban  and 
Rural  Districts,  although  there  were  not  any  localised  epidemics. 

Due  to  a  variety  of  reasons  it  was  not  possible  positively  to  confirm 
that  the  illness  in  the  13  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  in  fact  food  borne  - 
however  it  was  probable  from  the  circumstances  of  each  case.  In  all  eighty 
seven  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified  by  one  practice  but  in 
only  eleven  cases  was  it  considered  that  food  poisoning  was  a  possibility.

Primary  Protection  -  Smallpox  Vaccination 

Following  the  increase  in  the  nmber  of  smallpox  vaccinations  reported  in 
1968  it  is  disappointing  to  note  the  quite  considerable  drop  in  nimibers  in  1969, 
this  in  spite  of  the  computer  organised  scheme. 

Diphtheria.  IVhooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  Polio 

The  decrease  in  the  nmber  of  children  protected  was  expected  due  to  a  change 
in  the  programme,  completion  of  protection  being  delayed  until  fourteen  months. 

VJe  can  confidently  expect  this  number  to  return  to  normal  next  year. 

Measles 


There  was  a  drop  in  the  nimiber  of  children  vaccinated  against  this  disease 
due  to  a  shortage  of  vaccine  following  withdrawal  of  vaccine  produced  by  one 
manufacturer.  I  hope  that  this  will  not  have  a  serious  effect  on  the  acceptance 
of  measles  vaccination  by  parents  as  soon  as  production  of  the  other  type  of 
vaccine  is  increased.  This  is  a  perfectly  satisfactory  vaccine  and  will  give  good 
protection  against  a  disease  which  whilst  quite  common  can  leave  very  serious 
after  effects  in  a  small  proportion  of  children  who  have  suffered  from  it. 

Booster  Protection 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  high  level  of  booster  immunisations  achieved 
during  the  year.  The  increase  is  mainly  due  to  additional  clerical  time  being 
available  to  perform  the  preliminary  administrative  work.  I  would  however  like 
to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  General  Practitioners,  Sessional  Doctors  and 
Head  Teachers  who  have  so  readily  co-operated  in  the  organisation  of  this  scheme

SERVICES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  HAUDIgAP^ED 


It  is  a  great  pleasure  once  again  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  voluntary  helpers,  particularly  the  members  of  the  W.R.V.S.,  Mid- 
Cheshire  Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  and  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  who  enable  these  important  social  services  to  function.  A  special 
mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  club  members  themselves  who  are  to  an 
increasing  extent  taking  a  keen  and  creative  part  in  nmning  the  social  club. 

Great  disappointment  was  felt  over  the  delay  in  completing  the  new 
Handicapped  Persons  Unit  but  present  hopes  are  that  it  will  be  ready  in  April, 
1970.  It  will  then  be  possible  to  start  work  therapy  sessions  and  widen,  even 
more  the  scope  of  our  services. 

During  the  year  153  persons  were  added  to  the  Physically  Handicapped 
Persons  Register. 


CAR  BADGES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  H/HlDICiLPPED 

Persons  who  are  seriously  handicapped  and  can  only  walk  a  very  limited 
distance  are  eligible  to  receive,  upon  application,  two  stick-on  badges 
identifying  them  as  physically  handicapped.  This  scheme  was  introduced  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  an  effort  to  assist  such  drivers  to  receive  extra 
consideration  when  parking,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  possession  of  the 
badge  does  not  confirm  any  legal  rights  whatsoever.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

This  year  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  hours  worked  although  the 
number  of  cases  increased. 

In  the  past  Mid-Cheshire  has  had  a  smaller  number  of  cases  per  1,000 
popiilation  receiving  a  larger  number  of  hours  per  case  than  the  County  as  a 
whole.  This  change  in  the  pattern  of  service  will  therefore  tend  to  bring 
certain  statistical  features  of  the  service  more  in  line  with  the  County 
average.  The  reasons  for  the  changes  are  complex. 


/ 


1 .  A  need  to  restrict  expenditure  to  the  minimum  compatible  with  giving 
a  reasonably  adequate  service, 

2.  A  positive  attempt  from  the  management  point  of  view  to  reduce 
expenditure  during  the  period  April  to  December  to  ensure  that 
sufficient  financial  resources  are  available  during  the  months 
of  greatest  need  i.e.  January  to  March.  The  benefits  of  this 
policy  will  be  felt  in  1970. 

3.  Patients  liable  to  pay  the  standard  charge  for  the  service  have  been 
encouraged  to  iiiake  private  arrangements  wherever  possible, 

4.  An  increased  provision  of  special  housing  and  residential 
accommodation . 

5.  The  death  on  transfer  to  hospital  etc.  of  several  patients  who 
required  a  large  number  of  ho\irs  help  per  week. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  insurance  costs  home  helps  were  encouraged  to 
work  20  hours  or  more  per  week  or  alternatively  14  hours  or  less  per  week.

The 
appointnent  of  the  County  Coimcils  own  chiropodist  for  the  area  in  1970 
nay  help  to  reverse  this  trend  as  he  will  be  seeing  patients  at  a  nunber  of 
County  Council  Clinics  which  nay  well  be  near  enough  to  patients  hones  to 
enable  then  to  attend  his  surgery,  thus  obviating  the  need  for  a  domiciliary 
visit.

MID-CxHESHIRE  MENTitL  li^TH  SERVICE 
Junior  Training;  Centre 

There  were  eighty  children  on  role,  the  greater  nunber  being  at  the  lower 
end  of  the  School  end  it  appears  that  this  will  be  the  pattern  for  the  next  few 
years.  The  appointnent  of  a  Nursery  iittendant  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the 
infants  as  she  has  been  able  to  relieve  the  teachers  of  considerable  non-teaching 
duties. 

The  denountable  classroom  has  been  moved  nearer  to  the  main  building  to  make 
room  for  an  extension  for  two  -  five  year  old  children.  This  new  extension  will  be 
a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  Centre’s  facilities  enabling  children  to  benefit 
from  early  entry.  Visits  have  been  made  by  the  School  Medical  Officer,  Dental 
Officer  and  the  Health  Visitor  as  required  and  the  Dental  Surgeon  at  Cranage 
Hospital  has  offered  his  services  when  necessary.  Parents  have  been  delighted 
with  the  latter  arrangement  because  of  the  difficulties  which  had  been 
experienced  previously  in  obtaining  dental  care  for  certain  children. 

Visits  into  the  community  are  arranged  as  often  as  possible  as  part  of  the 
social  training  programme.  Several  functions  were  held  during  the  year  including 
a  successful  Sports  Day  with  Altrincham  Junior  Training  Centre,  The  majority  of 
the  children  enjoyed  a  day  at  Belle  Vue  in  the  summer  and  as  usual  the  Hall  was 
filled  to  capacity  for  the  Christmas  Concert. 

Children  went  to  the  baths  between  March  and  October  and  at  the  end  of  this 
period  four  could  swim  a  width  unaided.  Provided  that  parental  consent  is  obtained 
all  the  members  of  the  top  class  and  certain  other  children  are  given  the 
opportunity  of  visiting  the  baths. 

Successful  parents  evenings  have  been  held  each  term  and  parents  are  very 
appreciative  of  these.  In  avddition  parents  receive  personal  invitations  to  discuss 
their  chili  with  the  teacher  and  supervisor,  this  being  extremely  beiiefioial  to 
all  concerned. 
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Adult  Trainin:^:  Centre 


Social  education  is  now  carried  out  on  a  one  to  one  basis  and  it  is  hoped  by 
this  staffing  ratio  to  accelerate  the  progress  trainees  make.  Elementary  cooking, 
budgeting  and  kitchen  hygiene  play  an  important  part  in  the  Centre  programme 
and  both  sexes  participate. 

During  May  a  party  from  the  Centre  enjoyed  a  week’s  holiday  at  Blackpool, 

This  proved  to  be  a  huge  success  and  a  booking  has  already  been  made  for  June, 1970, 
Christmas  festivities  included  a  party  provided  by  the  Mid-Cheshire  branch  of  the 
National  Association  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  and  a  very  competent 
performance  of  the  pantomime  ’Sleeping  Beauty’  given  by  the  trainees. 

Swimming  continued  to  be  a  popular  activity  during  the  summer  months  and  it 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  a  large  number  of  trainees  have  now  developed  a  high 
standard  of  competence. 

A  new  development  during  the  year  was  the  Adventure  Outings  which  were 
initiated  by  the  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer.  These  took  place  at  a  cottage  in 
North  Wales  kindly  loaned  by  the  Cheshire  Association  of  Boys  Clubs.  Two  outings 
touk  place  each  with  six  mentally  handicapped  adolescents,  the  boys  being  assisted 
by  two  police  cadets  and  the  girls  by  three  girls  from  Hartford  County  Secondary 
School.  Each  party  was  accompanied  by  a  Mental  Welfare  Officer.  The  purpose  was 
to  encourage  a  degree  of  independence  under  somewhat  difficult  conditions  by 
getting  the  pe.rticipants  to  plan  and  cook  their  own  meals,  shopping  etc.  taking 
part  in  walks  and  entertaining  themselves  in  the  evenings.  The  outings  were 
greatly  enjoyed  and  it  is  hoped  to  organise  something  similar  again  next  year. 

The  arrangements  were  made  in  co-operation  with  the  Mid-Cheshire  Branch  of  the 
National  Association  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children,  the  Cheshire  Association 
of  Boys  Clubs  and  the  Northwich  &  District  Youth  Club, 

During  1969  trading  activities  increased  and  continued  to  provide  a  basis  for 
instruction  in  the  acquisitioi of  good  social  and  work  habits.  Types  of  woih 
undertaken  include  plastic  toy  assembly  and  packing,  assembly  of  quality  wooden 
toys,  electrical  components,  manufacture  of  wood  forts  and  the  jointing  of  foam 
carpet  underlay. 

Community  &  Domiciliary  Services 

The  membership  of  the  Social  Club  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  which  is  held 
at  the  Northwich  &  District  Youth  Centre  has  now  reached  46,  Many  voluntary  bodies 
continue  to  provide  transport  and  young  people  in  the  area  give  of  their  time  to 
help  at  the  club.  It  is  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection  that  five  Ranger 
guides  are  fulfilling  their  services  in  the  comr:iunity  as  part  of  their  Duke  of 
Edinburgh  Award  by  helping.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  club  lost  the  services 
of  the  Full-time  Youth  Leader,  Mr.  P.  Belk,  who  left  to  take  up  an  appointment  in 
Derbyshire.  Mr.  Belk  who  has  shared  the  leadership  of  the  club  with  Mr.  Davies 
one  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  gave  valuable  service  in  the  running  of  the 
club  and  organising  the  programme. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  work  closely  with  the  Psychiatrists  of  the 
Hospital  service  and  also  with  General  Practitioners.  Daring  the  year  they  dealt 
with  95  new  referrals  from  Psychiatrists  and  121  new  referrals  from  General 
Practitioners.  In  conjimction  with  the  General  Practioner  and  other  social 
workers  their  work  is  primarily  concerned  with  alleviating  problems  of  a  social 
nature  which  mi^t  be  contributing  to  the  poor  functioning  or  illness  of  an 
individual  or  family.  Practical  and  material  help  is  often  given  and  many  voDontary 
societies  h?,ve  been  of  assistance  when  people  who  are  socially  isolated  have  been 
helped. 

Within  the  Health  Department  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  needs  to  be  frequently 
in  touch  with  the  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  Public  Health  Inspectors; 
he  works  too  as  part  of  a  team  with  the  Children's  and  Welfare  Departments, 
Department  of  Labour  and  Productivity  and  Department  of  Health  &  Social  Security. 
Within  this  frame-work  regular  case  discussions  and  conferences  are  held  so  that 
the  right  kind  of  help  can  be  deterrained  and  given  immedintely  h(>  oR.<-*h  oeno 
referred. 
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The  Russett  ^iendship  Club  held  at  Weaverham  continues  to  meet  the  social 
needs  of  those  who  have  had  a  nervous  disorder  and  a  measure  of  the  success  of 
this  club  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  club  now  meets  weekly  at  the  Clinic  premises 
on  a  Monday  and  has  a  membership  of  thirty  one.
